Is there any wrestling 
of the spirit,to learn whether the man 
Jesus, was. really the power and 
attraction holding all the cosmos 
as a unit, creating the knowledge of 
time and space and all therein im- 
plied; the father of the human 
mind as it manifests in all the human 
bearing planets throughout space? 
Is there any serious effort to find 
out what the three-lettered symbol 
COM stands for? “What it meata 
J lhat. is. the Lae behind it 
R e may hi neere 
apria to a man, 

Truth is ever one and the same, 
but its interpretations are many. 
An early Christian writer speaks of 
Jesus as being ‘‘the same yesterday, 
today and forever;’’ and so doubt- 
lessHe is His own Light, inHis own 
spiritual essence. But the Jesus of 
the Christian creeds shifts His posi- 
‘tion, or is shifted, from one end of 
creation to the other. He is made 
to occupy every place between sim- 
ple humanity, in.its most glorious 
spiritual possibilities, and the Su- 
preme Being: The Soul of All Souls. 
He is. mortal man, spiritual man, 
Ideal man, angel, archangel, emana- 
tion from Deity, Deity itself; accord- 
ing to on apprehension, he is lowly 
as the humbliest, according to anoth- 
er higher than the highest.

What wonder, seeing that such 
men are accounted Christians— 
**Confessors of Christ "—that specu- 
lation and the gambling spirit have 
into the church itself, and that 
many ecclesiastical corporations are 
conducted upon the same principles 
upon which the great stockc ompanies 
are managed! The same skill that 
successfully “waters” railroad stocks 
is invited and welcomed to try a hand 
at ‘“‘watering”’ the gospel.

In the early days the ple difference 
between a Jew and a Christian was 
accepting the belief in the Messiah- 
ship of Jesus: His witness to the 
Truth and the Living light of the 
Living God, and it ‘was no holiday 
affair. 

This confession has dtifted away 
in the course of centuries, from prim- 
itive moral and spiritual significance, 
to be little more than an act of the 
understandings of a social or ecclesi- 
astical conformity. The moral life 
and meaning have gone out of it, it 
is now a mere empty shill. 

To the disciples and fdlowers and 
the bands of beggars that flocked 
to Him for healing and forsuccor, and 
for a few centuries thereafter; to 
confess Him today meant to be 
behe¢aded—‘‘ cut off’’—dr to go to 
the cross toworrow. To declare 
one’s self å follower of the Nazarene 
was to declare one’s self an outcast 
from reputable society. It was to 
take up the most unpopular cause 
of the time ;—it was to be. ready for 
any contumely, any stffering and 
any death. That confesion meant 
mockings and scourgings and bonds: 
it meant peril by sed and by land, 
it meant cold and hunger and lone- 
liness; if you escaped, itmeant being 
stoned to death by furions mobs, and 
being thrown for the sport of a jeer- 
ing populace to contend for life with 
hungry wild beasts; it meant all 
that man can do and/bear, for the 
sake of a conviction of truth, against 
the united opposition ¢ religion and 
Society: Religion represented by 
the priestcraft and iddatry of that 
day and of that land; ‘‘society”’ 
meaning the cruelest fams of perse- 
cution which the depraved ingenuity 
of man can devise. 

All this did it mean practically, in 
those early days, to ‘confess Jesus 
of Nazareth;” this it was to be a 
follower of the “humbe Nazarene.” 

This confession, therefore, in the 
early days was not meely a test of 
intellectual belief; it was hardly 
jthat at all, but it wast criterion of 
“character. It tested he manliness 
in the man! It was a toughstone 
of moral and spirital soundness,
